Just how long; is this "ouiitry ^aVa '•• 
able to afford Its present prosppTHy ' 

That's a paradoxical question, to b". sure, 
but to assume that all this so-mllpd "pros- 
perity" Isn't costing us anything wniild be a 
serious mistake. 

An editorial In the September Issue of all 
McGraw-Hill publications suggests an answer 
to that very question. We're not going to en- 
Joy this prosperity very long, It say.*;, "If we 
continue to try to maintain It. wHh new In- 
Jecllons-of inflationary fedPinl nvrnnrtii-nrpe ■ 
Then It goes on as follows: 

"It Is true as a nation, we now enjoy great 
. prosperity — though not nearly so general as 
political advertisement*^ It would suggest. 
But the prosperity we enjoy- Is precarious. 
- This is primarily because it la dependent upon 
a rising volume of expenditures by the fed- 
eral government. At present, almost one 
quarter of our entlrs national Income la 
ladled out through Washington, and In an 
ever Increasing amount. 
' "If as matters now stand, federal expen- 
ditures were to be suddenly and sharply cut, 
our government-financed prosperity would 
be severely upset. But If the federal govern- 
ment were to try to keep right on providing 
prosperity by steadily Increasing Its expen- 
ditures, the end result would be more cer- 
tainly disastrous. It would be a crash caused 
primarily by destruction of the value of the 
dollar by meaiu of continuing inflation. 
Higher government expenditures of worthless 
dollars then would be futile." 

The editorial cays two Rteps are involved 
in putting a firm foundation undef our pros- 
perity: (1) Stop the continuous Increase in 
federal expenditures. (2) Substitute expand- 
ing private business for goTemment-financed 
business. 

The expenditures can be reduced. It argues, 
by eliminating the outright waste In our de- 
fense arrangements and cutting those clTlllan 
actl^tles which cannot be Justified at the 
same time we are undertaking a great new 
load of defense preparation against armed 
Communist aggression. 

The problem ot substituting private husl- 
ness expansion for government business, the 
editorial reasons, is primarily that of reliev- 
ing private business of the staggering load of 
federal taxation It is now carrying, 

"Federal taxation now takes 52 per cent of 
all corporate profits and 82 per cent of all 
eo-ctlled excess profits," it "points out. "If 
private business Is to have a chance to play 
Its critical role as a substitute for govern- 
ment-financed business, Its taxes must be 
cut, and soon." 
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SUNDOWN FOR TRUMAN 

The Truman -Stevenson meeting nt the 
White House was a dramatic episode, slightly 
tinged with tragedy, although that may be 
too strong a term to apply to the disillusion- 
ment \>t a man like Truman. 

Truman finally sensed that his dny of 
glory and power and prestige has reached 
the sundown hour. When, characterl."itlcally, 
he stepped out ahead of Stevenson o.^ ttiey 
loft the White House, the irreverent photon 
raphers, having a sense of news and polltlciil 
values, clamored; 

"Hey, Mister President, let the governor 
catch up to you I" 

The correspondents, too, were more Intent 
on observing the new leader, trying to dl.icorn 
from hlA face and manner the resulUi ol hl.i 
luncheon conference with Truman and Lli<;

Had It not been for the photographers' 
note of warning.

shek and the Chinese nationalists. 

For this rcAKon, Kearns urged 
that the United SUtes "not give 
up onythlrng we now have" in the 
far east. 

"T ttilnk a-e must hold, not Jtist for 
one or two years, but for 200 years, 
he said.

A 'ia"nn-wlde «turty revpals 'hat 
over 01) per cent of brenktastji are 
palen nt hnme morp than any 
other meal. But other reliable sur- 
veys IpII the unhappy tiory of too 
many ol us eating an Insufficient 
breakfast, or. In many cases, none 
at all. 

Appetites perk up when the family 
eaU breakfast together. So It school 
and work schedules permit, gather 
around tho breakfast table together. 
Then the Job of setting the pace lor 
good breakfast eating Is up to the 
parents. 

The majority of poor breakfast 
habits ot adolescents and adults 
can be traced directly W those 
formed In early childhood. Many 
nutrltlonlstJ! "say that forming thi 
habit ot eating a good breakfast 
during the early years Is more im 
portant for a child than learning 
the habit of washing his face, 
brufihing his teeth, and tying hia 
own Ghoe laces. 

Good breakfast habits are tcaIIt 
good living habits that pay olt In 
health and stability.

.-"Sreoktast is not only the time tor 
refueling the boay, but also a time 
for an emotional refueling when 
1 the whole family gathers together. 

Here are some maln-dlsh Ideas 
for breakfast that will appeal to 
the whole family: 

OatmeAl Camrole: Place 3 cups 
rolled oats, uncooked, and I tea- 
spoon ^alt In a IVj-quart baking 
dl.sh. Pour 2 cups milk and 2 cups 
aler over oaLs, Cover and tiake In 
a moderate oven (350 dcgrccf P.) 
SO to 25 minutes. Top with H-cup 
brown sugar and H-cup coconut; 
place In broiler a tew minutes to 
toast. Tills will serve 4 to G, 

Apple Treat: After * servings of 
hot cereal, either oatmeal, farina, 
whole wheat cereal, have thick- 
ened, ndd m cups chopped peeled 
apples and a da.-ih of nutmeg.
